and Michigan Students are Counted 


By Jim Akans 


2009 was a year for standing up 
to be counted, with an official 
tally being taken of Michigan stu- 
dents at the end of September stu- 
dents and elections taking place in 
several northern Lower Michigan 
communities in November. 

Public school districts in 
Antrim, Charlevoix, Cheboygan, 
Crawford, Emmet, Otsego and 
Montmorency Counties saw an 
average drop of about one and 
three-quarter percent in prelimi- 
nary fall 2009 student counts ver- 
sus counts during the same period 
in 2008. 

_ Percentage-wise, schools expe- 
riencing the biggest drop in the 
number of students were Boyne 
Falls, down by 9 percent from 274 
students in 2008 to 250 students 
this year. The largest percentage 
gain in students was in Pellston, 
up 6 percent - with 330 students 
in 2009 versus 310 in 2008. 


In terms of actual numbers, 
which is where the real money is, 
the largest drop was in 
Charlevoix, which lost 64 students 
and the biggest gain was in Gay- 
lord which picked up 41 students. 

Speaking of money (and weren't 
we all in 20092), in early October 
the Michigan Legislature voted to 
cut K-12 funding in the | 
2009/2010 academic year by the 
equivalent of $165 per student. 
They had initially rejected a pro- 


posal to cut funding by $218 per | 


student, approved the $165 cut, 
then the amount was raised to 


- $292 per student in late October 


when Governor Granholm found 
the state’s K-12 education budget 
was over $200 million in the red 
due to falling tax revenues. 
Additional cuts may well be in 
the works for next fall.

EAST JORDAN ~Joel Evans has 
made his home in East Jordan all his 


life. He and his wife Mary have raised _ 


five children and Joel, now retired, 
owned and operated a lumber com- 
pany and home center in town for _ 
more than four decades. He presently 
serves as a Charlevoix County com- 
missioner. For all the hats Evans has 
worn, though, he may be best known 
these days for his tireless efforts to. 
help eagles in the Jordan Valley and 
surrounding areas find suitable nest- 
ing. 4 ashy 
Evans, a nature lover all his life 
with a deep appreciation of wildlife, 
decided to take a proactive approach 
to a dilemma he became aware of 
_ some years ago while hunting in the 
wetlands of the Jordan Valley. 

He noticed an eagles’ nest had 
fallen from its perch high above in the 
branches of a large tree. The nest had 
become quite heavy as the eagles had 
added material to it year-after year — 
and it literally broke the branch it was 
resting on. The eagles then built an- 
other nest in a nearby tree but the 
same thing eventually happened a few 
years later. © 

“Then they went to another tree 
in same area,’ said Evans, continuing 
the story. “They built their nest and . 
kept adding to it but the snows came 
and the rains came and made it quite 
heavy and that one came down, too. 

“The bottom line is that the big 
trees in Michigan are on the decrease 

_and eagles are on the increase. That’s 
just a fact. The state offers a perfect 
habitat for eagles but they need places 
to put their nests. As I watched what 
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went to work onasolution 


was happening there in the woods, I 
thought to myself, ‘T’ve built so many 
birdhouses in the past, why not build 


‘a birdhouse for eagtles?” - 


Evans, who had already con- 


‘structed some smaller platforms, ap- ' 
proximately 12 feet high, for osprey, 


made plans to build three taller plat- 


' forms that would one day hopefully 
serve as places where eagles could put 


their nests. ‘ 
Funding the operation himself at, . 

a cost of approximately $1,500 per . 

platform, Evans purchased three tele-. 


-phone poles, some treated lumber and 


all the other material required to con- 
struct three platforms that would 


- stand 55 feet high, a height Evans 


reckoned would be appealing to the 
eagles. 

- “T built thie heavy-duty plat- 
forms, probably sturdy enough to 
hold a small car as far as weight goes,” 


he said. The height of the platforms 


was limited by the length of the 60- 
foot poles, but as it turned out, it was 
high enough ‘to suit the eagles. 

“They love to. be way up high so 
they can view the area,” Evans noted. 

“The higher I could make the plat- 
forms, the better.’ 

Evans received permission from 
the Department of Environmental 
Quality and from the City of East Jor- 
dan to set the three platforms about 
300 yards apart in the same area of the 
valley where he had seen the eagles — 


" putting their latest nest. Consumers 
‘ Power generously donated an earth- 


moving machine and an operator to 
come to the valley and set the poles. 


‘Once the platforms were erected . 


in 1997, all Evans could do was wait 
and hope the eagles would eventually 
use one of the them for nesting. While 
waiting, he did his best to make the 
platforms appealing to the maeeste 
birds. 

“After I bought the poles, I went 


out to the valley and found one ‘of the 
nests that went down to the ground so 
I could study it” Evans said. “I took it - 
apart with my hands to see > the struc- 
ture of it” 

Armed with that knowledge, 
Evans gathered small pieces of wood 
and branches and began to create 
small nests on the platforms. “I simu- 


~ lated the starting of an eagles’ nest, 


thinking back to when I had seen the 
eagles build their nest over the top of 


one that was started by a red tail 
hawk” he said. “I thought maybe that 
. would encourage them to nest” ae 


At first, all the eagles did was . 
roost on the platforms. That is, until 


their third nest went crashing to the 


ground the same way the Eee two 
had. 
“They roosted on the sitter 


for about three years before they fi- 


nally nésted on it,” Evans said with a 


-broad smile. “Once the third nest 


went down, that platform was the spot 
they picked. I'm thinking they became 
accustomed. to it over time, so when 
they were looking for a good place to 
nest, they started to haul their stuff to 
it. It was really exciting when I would 


see them bringing the brsuches for the 
nest” 


In 2000, the eagles of Jordan Val- 
ley finally had a new nesting spot, one 
that would withstand the ravages of 


seasonal weather and the increased 


weight of the nest as the eagles contin- 


ually added material to it year after - 


year. Today, the nest on Evans’ plat- 


. form stands about 4 feet high and 


weighs more than 300 pounds. The 
platform has a protective shield 
around it to protect the eagle eggs 
from bobcat, mink or other predators 
and a copper wire is in place to serve 
as a ground for lightning. 


Just this spring, two male eaglets 


were born to the adult eagles and ° 
Evans has enjoyed gauging their 


progress with a pair of field glasses 
from the observation dock in Sports- 
man’s Park. Evans also helped the 
DNR recently to put bands on the ea- 
glets and take blood samples. 
“The main reason for that is to 
check the blood for heavy metals or 
anything toxic,” Evans said. “That’s 


_one way of determining the quality of 


the water in Lake Charlevoix and the 
Jordan River, Since the eagles eat a lot, 


of fish, their blood is a great monitor 


for telling what’s in the water.” 

After placing the eaglets in spe- 
cially designed sacks and lowering. 
them to the ground, the DNR also 


-measured the wing span of the eaglets 


(36 inches) and their weight (7 - 
pounds). 

“They’re fairly easy to handle if 
you cover their head and hold their 
feet,’ Evans said. “They're not too ag- 
gressive. When you're holding their 
feet, you have to be careful because 


' their claws are looking for something 


to grip into” 

Evans said the adult ie 
watched overhead from about 100 
yards while the operation took place. . 
“They made the little chirp stress call . 
they make but they didn’t come after 
us,” he said. “After we put the eaglets 
back in the nest and walked away, they 
came to see if everything was OK. 
Once they discovered that the eaglets 
were fine, everything was back to nor- 
mal.” 

One of the most gratifying as- 
pects of the eagle platform for Evans is 
how it has brought attention to the. 
plight of the growing population of 
eagles in northern Michigan. 

“We can have more eagles here in 
this state than anyplace in the coun- 
try,’ Evans said. “Alaska is first (in 
eagle population), Florida is next and

platform, I have all the information 
they need to get started” 
Evans has spoken to civic groups 


‘ and other organizations about his ex- 


periences with the eagles and he has 


_been in contact with the Grand Tra- 


verse Conservancy and with folks in. 
Bay Harbor about possibly construct- 


‘ing platforms in wetland areas at those - 


locations. 

The platform Evans constructed 
in the Jordan Valley more than.a- 
decade ago is. proof positive that the 
plan works. 

Something else Evans likes about 
how things have turned out is that the 
people in the East Jordan community 
have the opportunity to view the ea- 


- gles from a perfect vantage point on 


the Sportsman’s Park dock. 

“People can pull into the park 
and walk on the observation deck and 
look about 300 yards out to find the 


_ platform in the wetlands,” he said. “: 
You can sit on a picnic table and watch 


the eagles with field glasses. It’s just a 
great experience for the community. 
We've had groups like the Friends of 


_ the Jordan River here and different 


classes from school. 
“It did my heart good the other 
day.

Oscar-winning director James Cameron 
(Titanic) has created yet another epic big | 
screen adventure with his latest combination 
live-action/animated film; Avatar.

Buying the Right 
Exercise Equipment
